(Effective date of the award : 9th January, 1990) 

On the 4th December, 1989 the 9th Antarctica Expedition 
set out from Go# onboard the ship Polarbjorn and Thuleland. 
Whilst Thuleland went to the now well known stations 
Maitri and Gangotri, Polarbjoin went to the Weddel Sea, 
about 1500 miles south of Maitri to investigate possibility of 
setting up an Indian camp on Berkner Island, which is one 
of the coldest regions of the world. Two Chetak helicopters 
modified foi the bxpedilion were embarked on the Polarb¬ 
jorn. The Chetaks though modified were basically designed 
and instrumented to fly in visual contact with ground and 
flying these aircraft in poor visibility or with inadequate 
ground reference demanded a very high level of competence, 
concentration and skill. A single engine helicopter like Chetak 
would rarelv venture out over the cold seas to distances be¬ 
yond 20 NMs. 

On the 4th January, 1990, Mr. Jain of National Geophysical 
Research Institute developed severe stomach ache. A medical 
team onboard Polarbjoin established radio contact with a 
German ship Polarstcin operating about 115 NMs from 
Polarbjorn. The Medical Officer on that ship advised imme¬ 
diate operation of Mr. Jain which could only be conducted 
at Polarstern. Evacuating the patient to Polarstern was 
essentiol. 

On the 9th January, 1990, the weather conditions in the 
area precukled the possibility of a sortei to Polarstern. The 
visibility was extremely low with white out conditions, strong 
and gusty suiface winds and sub-zero temperature. Chetak 
helicopter could not have been flown safelv under these con¬ 
ditions. Considering the condition of Mr. Jain, Cdr. Pradeep 
Dixit, the Flight Cdr, decided to undertake the mission to 
Polarstern. Carrying a patient and ship’s Medical Officer 
onboard, he with his Co-pilot took off from Polarbjorn in 
practically impossible conditions compounded by unfamiliar 
hostile terrain. Stretching over a distance of 115 NMs was 
the terrain of icy seas, pack ice. unchnrtcrcd land in which 
while mountain peaks merged -with the white snow back¬ 
ground. Displaying a very high degtee of competence and 
bravery and with complete disregard for personal safety, Cdr 
Pradeep Dixit evacuated Mr. Jain to Polarstern. 

Commander Pradeep Dixit, thus, displayed professionalism 
and courage of the highest order under extremely adverse 
conditions.
